■—While millions of New York City s 
m ass population slumber peacefully 
the long rnght through, with perhaps 
no thought at all as to where their 
next day's food supply is coming from, 
hundreds of men In thp large whole­ 
sale districts in the vicinity of West 
street and the Hudson river, down

Place, and over in Brooklyn, are m ak­ 
ing ready their produce to supply 10 
millions of people in the great m et­ 
ropolitan district. 
A family n ig h t sit down for din­ 
n er the next day. and entirely u n a­ 
ware as to where their food carrr* 
from might have milk for their cof- 
fee that was shipped here from C an­ 
ada; their 
butter 
may 
have been 
shipped here from Siberia; their po­ 
tatoes may have come from Iceland; 
their fruits from California, and their 
lettuce from all four corners of the 
globe, lettuce once being shipped to 
New York from Egypt. 
Make Trip Over District 
Students of the economic classes of 
Columbia University were given an 
insight to the feeding of New York's 
millions of people, and the actual 
work carried on in the wholesale dis­ 
tricts of this city here last night, 
when a special trip was conducted 
by George 
G. 
Royce, 
assistant in 
m arketing. State Departm ent of Ag­ 
riculture and Markets, in conjunction 
with Professor Stryker of the univer­ 
sity. 
The trip was made in the wee hours 
of the night when the m arket men 
were getting their produce ready for 
distribution. 
Leaving Columbia Uni­ 
versity at midnight, the party was 
first taken to the New York Central 
milk station at West 29th street be­ 
tween Ninth 
and 
Tenth 
avenues. 
Here a government tester spoke to 
the class, telling in detail how the 
milk business is carried on in the 
m etropolis. 
Milk is received daily 
from C anada and seven states with­ 
in a radius of 400 miles. 
Each milk 
caft is carefully tested and okayed 
before 
distribution. 
Four 
hundred 
carloads 
of 
milk 
with a capacity 
ranging from 200 to 300 cans of 41 
quarts 
of 
milk are received 
here 
daily. 
New York consumes 3,000,000 
quarts of milk every single day. Six­ 
ty-five per cent of the milk delivered 
in New' Jersey term inals is trucked 
across to this city. 
See Pasteurizing 
From the milk station the class was 
taken to the Dairym en’s League Co- 
Operative Association, where the stu­ 
dents were explained the pasteurizing 
process. 
W ashing of bottles, filling, 


capping and boxing is all done m e­ 
chanically and then the milk is ready 
for delivery.

Special pamphlets 
are printed daily with the kind of 
fruit, its number, grade and other de­ 
tails, and the wholesaler by looking 
through the catalogue knows exactly 
what he wants to bid for.
